happy !\iid jjave the aiulicnee an idea 
of wliat they inifrlit e.tpeet from tlie 
able Irish-.\nieriean jurist. Owing to 
the length of the musical pro- 
gramme and Uie numeroue encore m. 
andf* O'Doherty waa oonipelled to 
onrtsil his address to » mere pass- 
ing glance at the present political 
situation in England and Ireland. 

HImtifTf • Hibernian and n native 
of Ireland, Judge O'Doherty knew 
«'xactly how to address his audience 
and although he spoke for an hour, 
he held the attention of everyone 
until he closed. After payin).'- his 
respeets in a very hai)i)y nianiier to 
Chairman Walsh. .Tiidpe O'Doherty 
dwelt upon the inannrr in whieli 
Irishmen everywhere (•i'ti>l)raled Kt. 
Patrick's day. In this cdimi'i'tion he 
said : 

"It is to the everlasting eredit of 
the Irish raee tliat the name and 
memory of the great apostle who 
more than fourteen hundred years 
Bgo led their ancestors from the 
darkness of paganism to the sunlight 
of Christian truth are as much re- 
vered and respected tay the sons and 
daughters of that race today as at 
any time in the past. Time tiiat 
woVks such wonderful changes in the 
affairs of men and ot nations has 
brought no abatement to the tide of 
prroteful affection which the name 
and memory of St. Pntrirk. ;is hi- 
feast day oeenrs. awaken in the 
hearts of the Irish people and ttieir 
descendants throughout the world." 

He told his nudienee that St. Pat- 
rick's day for I'i'iit iiries past had 
been associated, not alone with the 
reliffious. but with the piditie.il inter- 
ests and as]M 1,1 ; I' '11 >■! the lrl>)i poo- 
pie, and its asso. la i ion and signifi- 
cance in this latter aspect are con 
stantly Increasing so that St. Pat 
rick's day now appeals not merely t o 
tnose who cling to the ancient faith 
and historic church, but to Irishmen 
of all creeds hut one political faith, 
the liberty and independence of Ire- 
land. 

Judge O'Doherty is a master of 
detail, and all this led up to the dis 
oussion of Ireland's present political 
status.

GMcral Council Take 
Po«v«r ror Harm rrom 
City AtKornoy. 



'I'he (ieneral Council promptly 
sheared the preseiii City .\ttorney, of 
his power to hinder or annoy the 
present eity. administration when it 
passed an ordiaaaoe this week that 
abolishes seven positions under City 

Vttomey Blakey. The "ripper bill* 
presented to the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture by Henator Samuel L. Robertson 
would have removed City Attorney 
Illakey and his first and second as- 
sistants. That bill failed of passage 
in the Senate. The offices of City 

Vtiorney and his first and second 
assistants were created by act of 
Legislature, but the offices abolished 
bv the new ordinance were created 
from time to time by aspeiate or- 
dinance. 

It abolishes the office of law 
clerk, book-keeper, abstract clerk 
and assistant abstract clerk and does 
away with three stenographers. The 
ordinance creates the office ot 
Mayor's Counsel at a salary of $;;,41IU 
a year, and als(j provides for a tax 
attorney, law iici-oiintant and title 
itlorney, at .s:ilari.>- of $1..')IK) a year, 
iiid one st eiiofjra plier at IH.'i a 
month, and two at .$T,'> u month. T'he 
position of niessenfrer at %'M a month 
Is also created. 

The lower board of the General 
: Onucil pjissed the ordinance on 
1 uesda\ cveniiifj, and the Board of 
Aldermen on Wednesday. The Mayor 
will siffii it, and City Attorney 
Illakey will be shorn of his power, 
l^ie oVdlnance is v good ime, but- will 
hardly meet the approval of the 
Republican organs, who are now 
howling with rage because BspabU- 
can policemen and firemen have been 
supplanted by Democrats. The Even- 
ing Post says tbat out of 700 men 
in the Police and Tin departments, 
iiOl have been displaced since the 
election because they were Sepnbli- 
cans. No doubt that is true, and 
there are at least aoo more that 
oui^t to be displaced. The Mayor 
and the Board of PnbUo Safety 
ought to be encouraged to keep up 
the good work.

Easter Sunday will be 
followed by Eaater Monday, the day 
upon which Bishop O'Oonaghne will 
come to take possession of his see. 
The nsoal Easter services will be 
held in all the churches tomorrow, 
and of course prayers will be offered

Kev. J. A. McUugh, O. I'., of the 
Dominican College at Washington 
and a son of Patrick .Mcllugh, of this 
city, furnishes the Kentucky Irish 
American with the following inter- 
esting account of the educational 
woric of the Dominican order: 

One of the earliest theological 
schools established in the city of 
Rome was at the Dominican Convent 
of Santa Maria Sopra Minerva. This 
convent, which dates back as far as 
12.''j5, has played a very prominent 
part in the history of the Dominican 
order. Until tbe original buildings 
were confiscated liy the Italian (jov- 
eriiiiient in lH7:i the .Minerva was the 
residence <if the chief officials of 
the order and the meeting place of 
most of the Oeneral Chapters. From 
the time of its foundation it was u 
center of great Intellectual activity, 
special attention being given to tbe 
teachings of St. Thomas Aquinas; 
the prince of Cathello theologians. 
In 1,'.C7 this great man was declared 
a Doctor of the Church by Pius V, 
III order to promote a general and 
profound study of his writings the 
authorities of the Miiieria estab- 
lished a few yeai> later I lie ( idl.'ge 
of St. Thomsis .\i|iiinas. The found jr 
of the college was .lolin Solano, a 
Spanisb Dominican, u uiaii of great 
piety aad learning. Having rested 
In 1501 the see of Cuzco in Peru, of 
which he was the second Bishop, he 
spent the last twenty years of his 
life at the Minerva. Shortly before 
his death, which occurred in 1580, he 
opened the new college with the 
warm approval and encouragement 

of the Holy See. 

The invaliiable seiviees whiidi this 
college has rendered to Catholic 
theology have iierfectty realized the 
intentions of its founders. Passing 
over a long list of its illnetrlous 
names, we eoas la onr own times, to 
that ot ZIgltara, who as Regent of 
the Minerva in the seventies was a 
leader in the movement that brought 
about the great revival of Thomii^tic 
philosophy aiid theology. His works 
have had a world-wide circulation 
.inil to them it is due in no small 
p:irt thai .\i|iiiii;is n,nv ri'eiigni/ed 
as the greatest ihiiikcr of the ehundi 
all ages, I.eo \l!l. created 
/igliara a Cnrdin.il and in an en<',\- 
clical mentioned his .is pre eiiiiiieiitl\ 
well versed in Thomistic doctrine. 

The librsry of the Minerva-, known 
as the Casanatense, from Cardinal 
Casiftnata, its greatest benefsctor, is 
recOgniied by scholar^ as one of the 
most valuable in the Kternnl City. 
All its priceless biKiks and manu- 
scripts w?re declared national (irop- 
erty at the fall of the tempor.il 
power and the library is now entirely 
under government management. Con- 
nected with this library until the 
date of its confis<-ation was a <'oI- 
lege of six Dominican professors of 
different nationalities, who expound- 
ed the theology of St. Thomas in 
public lectures. 

Popes have vied with one another 
in extolling the teachings of the 
.\ngelicnl Doctor. The Catholic re- 
ligion, said Pope Leo XIII,, could re- 
ceive no more p<i\verful assistance 
from the human reason than is 
found in the writings of .'st. Thoiuas. 
It Is no small glory, (ben, to the 
.Minerva to h.ive been, by its mani- 
fold activities during so many cen- 
tiirieri, the stronghold of Thomistic 
theology in the Kternal City. The 
new international college of the 
Angelictim which tbe Dominicap 
fathers have reoeiitly opened in 
linme is devoted to the same great 
work, and there can be no ofiubt 
that It will be crowned with the same 
success.

T. P. O'Connor, in his weekly cable 
from London to the American press, 
says that once more the situation is 
critical, and for the moment a rup- 
ture between the Ministry and the 
Irish party seems Inevitable. The 
controversy rages aronad tbe old 
question of whether the budget 
should be passed before the veto is 
lealt with. John Redmond aad the 
.Nationalist members still adhere to 
the policy summed up in the words, 
-.No veto, no budget." The Kinistry, 
oil the other band, declares it is 
impossible to face the British con- 
stituencies without n plain attempt 
to carry the budget. In the mean- 
time Bedmond has a large backing 
among many of the radical s|>eukers 
and newspapers for the policy Of no 
veto, no budget, but this liacking 
probably will disajipear when the 
Liberals are brought face to face 
with the decision of their leader.^ 
with a threat to break up the Minis- 
try and the [irospect of an immediate 

general election. 

I'he rnptiirc means, of course, the 
lireak up of the Liberal forces to ti 
lisastroiis extent in (ireat Britain, 
t also means the loss of both the 
milget and the veto and also the 
postponciuent of many reforms, in- 
cluding home rule, for some years. 
The Irish sre more ready for general 
eetion than any other party and 
will face a rupture hravaly if It is 
forced on them, but still a rupture 
would be so serious in its conse- 
(uences that all reasonable men of 
nil parties are exhausting their ef- 
oris to find a compromise. These 
f forts still go on day and night. At 
one hour they seem destined to find 
success and the next honr they seem 
loomed to failure. 

For the moment the sky Is clear, 
)Ut there are clouds on the horizon 
hat must not be ignored. In the 
first place there is a passionate de- 
sire among the l.ilH'rals that they 
hoiild get the Kind clauses of the 
iidgel. -Many of tliem decdare that 
hi'\ dare not j.m) baek to their con- 
stituencies without li.iviiig got the 
laiises. The second and even more 
iressing difficulty is that tin- state 
if the finances is ;ippalling. Kvery 
l:i\ adds to the amount of the un- 
>uid tax. It looks as if iu a few 
weeks' time the State would be face 
to face with u deficit of $125,000,000. 
Of course this means great disloca- 
tion of business, and all the city 
igencies are being used to force the 
overnnicnt tu regularise the situa- 
tion. 

On the other hand, Redmond 
stands where he atood from tb^ i>e- 
ginning of this struggle. He waats 
the financial chaos to continu-' a*< 
the biggest weapon in the hands i,f 
the anti-Lord« party. And unless he 
s certain that Asquith can get tbe 
g^iarantees to pass the veto bill, 
which is now unlikelv, lie is pledged 
not to help the (io\ eminent or the 
Tory party out of ihe mess into 
which the net ion of the Lords has 
thrown the country. Itedmond and 
the Irish party «unt, in short, to 
perpetuale for the moment to be 
paiadoxici'l the thing which many 
of the Liberal .Ministers anil all the 
Tories want to bring to an end. Ited- 
moiid's desire is that the 'Tories, if 
they should come into office on the 
refusal of the King to give the guar- 
antees, should come face to face 
with this gigantic deficit. How could 
(hey meet It? The protectionist 
wing of the Tory party would pru< 
[lose ta do so by a high protective 
tariff. But Balfour does not wan% 
that; the House of Commons with a 
Liberal and Irish majority .would aot 
fund for it; I don't believe the coun- 
try would stand it. 

There is talk of merging the two 
budgets into one — that for 1910 and 
that for I'll I and of con- 
cessions in the second ijndget 
to Ireland, which would maiic the 
budget much less obnoxious to Irish 
opinion, iliit that coiiiproiiiisc would 
still leave iintoiudied the cjuestion ot 
leaving the 'Tories to face the gigan- 
tic deficit and of forcing them into 
surrender by that process. .\nd if 
no compromise can lie arranged on 
that basis between .\s(|uiih ami Red- 
mond the situation will again become 
impossible. But I think a compro- 
mise can be fonnd which will enable 
Asquith to follow in this, as in other 
things, the tactics of Redmond and 
to Justify the soundness of Red- 
mond's views and the wisdom of the 
Prime Minister in udopting these 
views.
